A DICE BAG 


Seven standard DnD dice fit in this bag. 


Define the size of the bag. Mine is 11 cm 
wide and 14 cm tall, with 1,5 cm on top 
being designated as space for the 
drawstring. 


2. 


Take your fabric and draw a stripe 
consisting of four patterns touching 
each other with their shorter sides. 


3. 


Fold the stripe in half. Sew the short 
sides together. Next, sew the long 
sides together, leaving a small part 
unsewn (approx. 3 cm). 
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4. 


Flip the rectangle inside out 
and sew the hole shut. 


2: 


Press the top short side down, so that the 
inside of it’s seam touches the inside of 
the bottom short side’s seam. Smooth 
everything out - you'll be installing the 
drawstring soon. 


6. 


Measure 1,5 cm from the top of the bag 
and sew it along that line, forming the canal 
which the drawstring will go through. 


7. 


Mark the place of the hole that the drawstring 
will go through. An approx. 1,5 wide and 1 cm 
tall hole is fitting for 5 mm thick string. 
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Strenghten the fabric by sewing along the drawn shape. 
Make two intersecting cuts inside of it. Sew around the 
hole’s edges, wrappning the fabric underneath. 


9. 


Pass the string through the canal, so that both ends come out of the hole. 
| reccomend the lenght of it being approx. the width of the short side * 4. 


10. 


Apply the cordlock, adjust the lenght of 
the string to your liking. Tie the string, 
use glue or fire to keep it from fraying.
